In 2020/2021, Broward County Transit (BCT) is adding 147 new fixed route buses with free Wi-Fi, 5 OTR coaches, 4 articulated 
buses, 60 paratransit vehicles and 42 community shuttle buses. BCT continues to update our fleet to provide excellent service for 
our customers. 


The fixed route buses travel between Broward, Miami-Dade and Palm Beach counties every day of the week, including holidays, 
connecting to Miami-Dade Transit, Palm Tran and Tri-Rail. The entire bus fleet is air-conditioned, wheelchair and scooter accessible, 
and includes bike racks.
